The tooihach is rendered more distress¬ 
ing, if not more acute, by there being no 
commiseration for the wretchedness it oc¬ 
casions. The belief in this, and a keen 
recollection of bodily and mental bufferings, 
have produced the following little uarra* 
live; — 

Some years ago, a tremendous tooth, 
with three enormous prongs, confined me 
to my room, and irritated me to a state 
little short of distraction.

for- that he went to a dentist once, under 
anguish scarcely endurable, to have a large 
double tooth like mine extracted. He 
seated himself in a chair, end was told to 
hold fast by the frame-work of the seat, to 
prevent being hoisted up by the lever- 
poWer in the hands of the operator. All 
was properly arranged, the instrument in, 
and a tooth drawn; but, unfortunately, 
the follow had taken the wrong tooth out, 
being the only pne left to meet another in 
the opposite jaw, to enable my friend to 
masticate his food.

My 
poor servant girl Betty, who heard the 
description of this bungling operation, 
screamed in sympathetic recollection of 
what she once had suffered under the 
hands of a dentist. She begged of me, ‘for 
goodness sake, to give up the inteutioh of 
going to have my tootli hauled out in that 
fashion, for she could assure me it was 
quite unspeakable for to tell the pain that 
must be endured. It was the most scraunch 
that ever was in this mortal world. No- 
body could tell if their head was off or on, 
and it wan’t a right way for to treat any 
human Christian.’ I listened to poor Bet* 
ty, because I began to think there was 
one person who could appreciate my 6uf 
ferings. I hoped to escape from farther 
interruption by being denied, but Betty 
told me a gentleman had been waiting some 
time in the parlour, who said he would riot 
detain me half a minute.

LOWER CANADA POEITICS. 
lord Aberdeen’s despatch to earl 

AMHERST. 

V^ated 2d April, 1836. 

A Minute showing in what manner the 

recommendations of the Canada Com¬ 
mittee of 1828, have been carried into 

execution by his Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment. 

In the following pages Lord Aberdeen 
will attempt to show that ’here was a suf¬ 
ficient reason to anticipate the entire con¬ 
ciliation of Lower Canada from the accom¬ 
plishment of the Resolutions of the Cana¬ 
da Committee, and that to the utmost of 
the Crown those Resolutions were in fact 
carried into execution. 

The appointment of the Canada com¬ 
mittee of 1828 was, on every account an 
important proceeding. The redress of 
grievances had been demanded, not by an 
isolated party, but by both of those great 
bodies which divide between them the 
wealth and political authority of the Pro¬ 
vince; with views essentially dissimilar rir 
rather hostile, they had concurred in an 
appeal to the Metropolitan Government. 

By each body of Petitioners were depu¬ 
ted Agents authorized to interpret their 
wishes, and to enforce their claims, lhe 
committee itself was certainly not com., 
posed of gentlemen unfavorable to the 
views of the great numerical majority of 
the House of Assembly ; they-prosecuted 
the inquiry with great diligence and zeal ; 
they examined the Agents of both parties 
and every other person capable of throwing 
light on the subject referred to them. 
None of the questions brought under their 
notice, either by the Petitioners or by the 
witnesses, wa9 unexplored, and in the re* 
suit a Report was made in which, with an 
explanation of every known or supposed' 
grievance, were combined suggestions for 
the guidance of the Executive Government 
in applying the appropriate remedies. 

The House of Assembly of Lower Can¬ 
ada, in their answer to the Address: with 
which the Administrator of the Govern¬ 
ment opened the Session of the Provin¬ 
cial Parliament in the winter of 1828, 
characterised thiV Report in terms whreh 
may be transcribed as cxpixawfeg on the 
highest local authority the clairiis of that 
document to respect, as affording a guide 
at once to the Canadian Assembly, 1 and to 
the Ministers of the Crown, of the rights 
to be asserted by the One and conceded 
by the Other. 4 The charges and well foun¬ 
ded complaints (observed the House) of 
the Canadians before that august Senate, 
were referred to a committee of the Hoiise 
of Commons, indicated by the colonial 
Minister, that committee, exhibiting a stri¬ 
king combination of talent and patriotism, 
uniting a general knowledge of public.arid 
constitutional law to a particular acquain¬ 
tance with the state of both the Canadas,, 
formally applauded almost all the reforms 
which the Canadian people and - their 
Representatives demanded and still demand. 
After a solemn investigation, after deep 
and prolonged deliberation, the committee 
made a Report, an imperishable monument 
of their justice and profound wisdom, an 
authentic testimonial of the reality of our 
grievances, and of the justness of our com* 
plaints, faithfully interpreting our wishes 
and wants. Through this report so honor* 
able to its authors, his Majesty’s Govern* 
ment has become better than ever acquaint 
ted with the Situation of this province, and 
can better than ever remedy existing griev¬ 
ances arid obviate difficulties for tire future.* 
Language more comprehensive or emphat¬ 
ic could not have been found in which to 
accord the acceptance by the House of As¬ 
sembly of the Report of 1828, as the basis 
on wnich they were content to proceed 
for tho adjustment of all differences. The 
questions in debate became thenceforth, 
by the common consent of both parties, 
reducible to the single inquiry whether the 
British Government had, to the full extent 
of their lawful authority, faithfully carried 
the recommendations of the committee of 
1828 into execution. 

On a review of all the subsequent cor* 
respondence Lord Aberdeen finds himself 
entitled to state, that in conformity with 
the express injunctions and the paternal 
wishes of the King, his Majesty # confi* 
dential advisers have canied into cornplete 
effect every suggestion offered for their 
guidance by the committee of the House 
of Commons. 

It it necessary to verify this statement 
!bv a careful and minute comparison be¬ 
tween the advice received and the measures 
adopted. To avoid the possibility of error, 
the successive recommendations of the 

committee of 1828 shall be transcribed at 

length, with no other deviation than that 
of changing the order in which the topics 
are successfully arranged iu their Report; 
an order dictated by considerations of an 
accidental nature, but otherwise ^conven¬ 


ient a 9 postponing many of the weightier 
topics to some of comparatively hght im* 
portance. 

First, then, the Report of 1828 contains 
the following advice of the Canada com¬ 
mittee on the subject of Finance ; * Al¬ 
though from the opinions given by the 
Law Officers of the Crown, Your com¬ 
mittee must conclude that the legal right 
of appropriating the Revenue arising from 

the Act of 1774, is vested in the Crown, 
they are prepared to say that the real inter¬ 
ests of the Provinces would be best promo¬ 
ted by placing the receipt and expenditure 
of the whole Public Revenue under the 
superintendence and control of the House 
of Assembly.* 4 If the Officers above 
enumerated are placed on the footing rec¬ 
ommended,’ (that is, in a state of pecuniary 
independence on the Assembly,) ‘ Your 
committee are of opinion that all the Rev¬ 
enues of the Province, except* the territo¬ 
rial and hereditary Revenues, should be 
placed under the control and direction of 
the Legislative Assembly.* 

The strict legal right of the Crown to 
appropriate proceeds of the statute 14 Geo. 
HI. cap. 88, being thus directly maintain¬ 
ed, the renunciation of that right was rec¬ 
ommended on condition that 4 the Gover¬ 
nor, the members of the Executive Council 
and the judges should be made independent 
of the annual votes ef the House of Assem¬ 
bly for their respective salaries.’ What 
then has been the result? His Majesty 
has renounced these his acknowledged le¬ 
gal rights, but has not stipulated for the 
performance, on the part of the Assembly, 
of the conditions thus imposed upon them, 
and to the present moment that condition 
remains unfulfilled. By the British statute 
1st and 2d Will. IV. cap. 73, which was 
introduced iuto Parliament by his Ma¬ 
jesty’s then confidential advisers, the ap¬ 
propriation of the revenues of the I4th 
Geo. Ill is transferred to the Assembly 
absolutely, and without either that quaff 
fication which the committee proposed, or 
any other. Here, then, it cannot be denied 
that their advice has been followed, not 
only with implicit deference, but in a spir 
it of concession which they did not con tom 
plate. 

Secondly. *0n the subject of the repre 
sensation of the people in Lower Canada, 
lhe opinion of the committee was expressed 
in the following terms; 4 Your committee 
are now desirous of adverting to the repre¬ 
sentative system of Lower Canada, with 
respect to which, all parties seem to agree 
that some change should take place.’ Af¬ 
ter detailing the various causes which had 
led to an inequality iu the number of-the 
members of the Assembly iu favour of 
the French inhabitants of the seigniories, 
and therefore to the predjudice of the in¬ 
habitants of*English origin in the Town¬ 
ships, the committee passed from the sub¬ 
ject with the following general remark ; 

4 In providing a representative system for 
the inhabitants of a country which is grad* 
ually comprehending within its limits new¬ 
ly peopled and extensive districts, great im¬ 
perfections must necessarily arise from 
proceeding in the first instance on the basis 
of population only. In Upper Canada a 
representative system has been founded on 
the compound basis of territory and popula¬ 
tion. This principle, we think, might be 
advantageously adopted in Lower Cana-* 
ada.’ 

It was with the entire confidence of his 
Majesty’s Government that the Legislature 
of Lower Canada assumed to themselves 
the duty of gi ving effect to this part of the 
advice of the committee. That report had 
laid down, as a general principle, that with 
joue exception, 4 all chaages should, if pos¬ 
sible, be carried into effect by tiie local 
Legislature themselves,’ and to that prin¬ 
ciple the Ministers of the Crown adhered, 
even in a case where the dominant major¬ 
ity of the Assembly had an interest .direct¬ 
ly opposed to that of the great? 'jibdy of 
the English inhabitants, tor whose special 
relief the new Representation bill was to 
be enacted. Such.a bill was accordingly 
passed, arid was reserved for the significa¬ 
tion of his Majesty’s pleasure. It actually 
received the royaj assent, and is, at this 
day, the Jaw of the Province. 

In this case also the concessions made 
to the Canadian inhabitants of French orb 
gin were far greater than the authors of the 
Report of 1828 could have had in contem¬ 
plation. The Upper Canadian principle, 
of combining territory am) population as 
the basis of elective franchise, was not 
adopted in Lower Canada } the Assembly 
substituted for it a new division of the 
country, of which the effect has been to 
increase rather than to diminish the dis¬ 
proportion between the numbers returned 
by the English and those representing the 
French Canadian interest. This result of 
the bill was distinctly foreseen by the 
official advisers of the Crown, and it be¬ 
came the subject grave deliberation 
whether his Majesty shouUJ be advised 


to acquiesce in a scheme which followed 
the advice of the Canada committee, so 
far indeed as to effect a serious change in 
the representative body, and so far as to 
give to the English settlers a few more 
voices in the Assembly, hut not so far as to 
secure to them any additional weight in the 
deliberations of that house. It is not within „ 
the object of this minute to defend or to 
explain the motives of the ultimate decis¬ 
ion in favour of the bill. For tiie present 
purpose, it is enough to say that the ac¬ 
ceptance of it gave to the Canadians of 
French origin far more than the Report 
of 1828 authorised them to expect. 

Thirdly. Inferior only in importance to 
the topios already noticed is that of the 
independence of the judges, respecting 
which the following passage may he ex¬ 
tracted from the Report of 1828 ; 4 On the 
other hand, your committee, while recom¬ 
mending such a concession on tlfo part of 
the Crown,’ (the concession, that is, of the 
revenue,) 4 are strongly impressed with 
the advantage of rendering the judges in* 
dependent of the annual votes of the House 
of Assembly for their respective salaries. 
Your committee are fully aware of the 
objections in principle which may be fairly 
raised against the practice of voting perma¬ 
nent salaries to judges who are removable 
at the pleasure of the Crown ; but being 
convinced that it would be inexpedient 
that the Crown should be deprived of that 
power of removal, and having well consid¬ 
ered the public inconvenience which might 
result from their being left in dependence 
upon an annual vote of the Assembly, they 
have decided to make the recommenda¬ 
tion in their instance of a permanent vote 
of salary. 

Thus the Canada Committee of 1828 
were of opinion that the judges ought to 
be independent of the Assembly for their 
incomes, but ought to continue liable to re¬ 
moval from office at the pleasure of the 
Crown. Yet, so far has the British Gov* 
ernment been from meting out relief 10 the 
province giudgingly, or in any narrow 
spirit, they have left nothing unattempted 
which could secure to the judges, not mere¬ 
ly that pecuniary independence which tho 
committee advised, but that independent 
tenure of office also which this Report ex¬ 
pressly dissuaded. In the adjacent province 
of Upper Canada, both objects have been 
happily accomplished. In his despatch of 
the 6th April, 1831, No. 22, the Earl of 
Ripon explained to Lo*il Aylmer tho 
course of proceeding which had been 
adopted for asserting the independence of 
the judges in this kingdom, and signified 
to the governor his Majesty’s commands 
to avail himself of the earliest opportunity 
for proposing to the Legislative Council 
and Assembly of Lower Canada the enact¬ 
ment of a bill, declaring that the commis¬ 
sions of all the judges of the supremo 
courts should be granted to endure during 
their good behaviour and not during the 
royal pleasure ; and Lord Aylmer was 
further instructed, it) the name and on be.* 
halt of his Majesty, to assent to a bill for 
carrying that object into effect. Lord 
Ripon, however, declared it to be, 4 of 
course, an essential condition of this ar¬ 
rangement that an adequate provision should 
be made for the judges.’ It remains to 
state the result. A bill was passed by the 
House of Assembly, by which, indeed, the 
tenure of the judicial office was made to 
depend on the good behaviour of the judg* 
es, ^and by which a provision, adequate in. 
amount, was made for them. But tjiat 
provision was so granted as to be liable to 
bo diminished or taken away by the annu¬ 
al votes of the Mouse of Assembly. To 
this measure, so popular in its general 
character or pretensions, were also 4 tack-* 
ed,’ to adopt the usual parliamentary phrase, 
clauses, by which aright to dispose of the 
Territorial Revenue of the C rovvn wa* as¬ 
serted, and by which all the public officers 
in the colony, the governor himself not be¬ 
ing expressly excepted, were made amen¬ 
able to u tiibuaal to be constituted for the 
trial of all impeachments preferred by the 
representatives of the people. 8ucli was 
the return made to an act of grace, which 
the Canada committee themselves had ex* 
pressly dissuaded. . To have acquiesced in 
it would have involved a sacrifice of what¬ 
ever is due to the dignity of the King, and 
to the liberties of his Majesty’s subjects. 
His Majesty’s assent therefore was with- 
holden, though not without the expression 
of the deepest regret, and the most distinct 
offer to assent to any other bill for estab¬ 
lishing the independence of the judges, 
which should be exempt from such objec.. 
tipna. The House of Assembly, however, 
have never since tendered an act of that 
nature for the acceptance of his Majesty, 
or of his Majesty’s representative in the 
province. 

Fourthly. The next topic is that of the 
composition of the Legislative and execu* 
tive councils respecting which the following 
suggestions occur ia the Report of 182$ ; 



























































































































































































• One,* it \9 said, 4 of the most important 
subjects to which their inquiries have been 
directed, has been the state of the legisla* 
live councils in both the Canadas, and the 
manner in which these assemblies have an-* 
swered the purposes for which they were 
instituted. Your committee strong^ rec- 
ommend that a more independent character 
should be given to these bodies ; that the 
majority of their members should not con¬ 
sist of persons holding offices at the pleas¬ 
ure of the Crown, and that any other meas¬ 
ures that may tend to connect more inti¬ 
mately this branch of the constitution with 
the inteiesta of the colonies would be at¬ 
tended with the greatest advantage. With 
respect to the judges, with the exception 
only of the chief Justice, whose presence 
on particular occasions might be necessary, 
your committee entertain no doubt that 
they had better not be involved in the polit¬ 
ical business of the house. Upqn similar 
grounds it appears to your committee that 
it is not desirable that judges should hold 
seats in the executive council/ 

With what scrupulous exactness these 
recommendations have been followed will 
now be shown. With respect to the judges, 
Lord Ripon in the despatch ot the 8 th 
February already quoted, conveyed to Lord 
Aylmer his Majesty’s commands to signify 
to the Legislative council and Assembly 
his Majesty’s settled purpose to nominate 
on no future occasion any judge as a mem¬ 
ber either of the executive or of the legis¬ 
lative council of the province. It was added 
that the single exception to that general 
rule would be that the chief Justice of 
Quebec would he a member of the Legis¬ 
lative council, in order that the members 
of that body might have the benefit of his 
assistance in framing laws of a general and 
permanent character. But his Majesty 
declared his purpose to recommend even 
to that high officer a cautious abstinence 
from all proceedings by which he might be 
involved in any political contentions of a 


party nature. 

It was not in the power of the King's 


ertion should be made to place them in the 
hands of persons who will perform upon 
them the duties of settlement, and bring 
them into gradual cultivation/ 

Although the views of the committee 
were thus limited to the improvement of 
the clergy Reserves, the Government ad 
vance to the redress of the evil indicated 
in the Report, by a measure not only far 
more decisive, but eminently remarkable 
for the confidence it expressed in the Pro¬ 
vincial Legislature. The constitutional 
Act having authoiised his Majesty, with 
the advice of the Legislative council and 
Assembly, to vary or repeal any of the 
provisions therein made for the allotment 
or appropriation of lands for the support of 
the Protestant clergy, Lord Ripon availing 
himself of that enactment, proposed that 
the power of repeal should be exercised 
by those bodies, and should be accompa 
nied with a declaration that the reserve 
lands should merge in the general demesne 
of the Crown. The object of this proposal 
was to bring the reserves within the reach 
of the general rules under which all the 
waste lands of the Province are progres¬ 
sively sold to the highest bidder. To pre¬ 
vent any possible misconception of the 
views of his Majesty’s Government, the 
draft of a hill for the accomplishment of 
this design was transmitted to Lord Ayl¬ 
mer, with instructions to give his assent, 
if such a law should be presented for his 
acceptance. To obviate the risk of offence 
being given, by suggesting to the House of 
Assembly the exact language, as well as 
the general scope of a measure to originate 
with them, Lord Aylmer was directed to 
proceed with the most cautious observance 
of the privileges of that body, aud of all the 
constitutional forms. Anticipating the 
contingency of the measure being adopted 
in substance, but with variations in the 
terms, Lord Ripon further stated that in 
that event the bill was not to be rejected 
by the Governor, but was to be specially 
eservcd for the signification of his Majes 


Government to remove from the Legisla¬ 
tive council any of the judges who had al¬ 
ready been appointed to be members of 
that body, because the terms of the consti¬ 
tutional act secure to them the enjoyment 
of their seats for life. But in a private 
despatch of the same date, the four gentles

ed Reform; and Mr. Moore said, that 
when the voting commenced in the early 
part of the election, Edward Allan Talbot, 
and John Scatchard, Esqrs., Magistrates 
of that place, swore in some twenty special 
constables to keep the peace. 

That Mr. Wilson, the returning officer, 
forbade the Magistrates from interfering 
with the rioters during the election, and 
when Mr. Talbot insisted on his right as a

cil, were earnestly exhorted to resign their 
places as councillors, and were assured 
that nothing should be wanting to rescue 
them from any possibility of misconstruc¬ 
tion as to the motives by which that ad¬ 
vice had been dictated or obeyed. In 
point of fact, it was not accepted; but the 
judges unanimously agreed to withdraw 
from all active interference in the business 
of the council, and have never since attend¬ 
ed its sittings. The chief Justice indeed, 
as was recommended by the Canada com¬ 
mittee, forms the single exception ; but 
even that gentleman, as far as the informa¬ 
tion of this office extends, has confined his 
interference within the limits prescribed 
to him by the committee, and by the Earl 
of Ripon. 

The principles laid down by the commit¬ 
tee of 1828 for regulating the composition 
of the Legislative council have been not 
less strictly pursued in every other respect. 
Since the date of their report eighteen new 
members have been appointed. Of that 
number, there is not one who holds any 
office or place of emolument at the pleasure 
of the Crown, or who is in any other man¬ 
ner dependent upon the favour of his Ma- 
iestv or of his official advisers. Of the 
eighteen now members, ten are of trench 
origin. The total number of councillors is 
35 of whom only seven hold public offices. 
Amongst them is the Bishop of Quebec, 
who is in the fullest sense of the term in- 
dependent of the CYown. The chief Jus¬ 
tice, whose independence is altogether non* 
in,! is another. Of tho whole body of 
thirty-five members, there remain therefore 
but five, over whom the executive govern¬ 
ment can, with any reason or plausibility 
be said to possess any direct influence. 

It is, therefore, not without a reasonable 
confidence that the words in which the 
committee of 1828 suggest the proper 
composition of the Legislative council may 
be adopted as precisely descriptive of the 
manner in which it is actually composed. 

, A more independent character has been 
given to that body. The majority of the 
members does not consist of persons holding 
office at the pleasure of the Crown. T 
« branch of the constitution has been con- 
oectedmore intimately with the interests 
of the province 1 by the addition of a large 
body of independent Canadian gentlemen. 

But the case may be carried still farther, 
and it may be shown that, in respect to 
the councils, the efforts of Lord A berdeen s 
predecessors have left behind them the 
advice of the Canada committee. I he 
Executive council has also been stren S th '

The Lieutenant Governor has received 
from his Majesty’s Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, a copy of a Petition ad¬ 
dressed to the House of Commons, by a 
member of the House of Assembly of 
Upper Canada. 

As the Lieutenant Governor conceives 
that the said Petition contains allegations 
which affect the liberty of the inhabitants 
of this province, as well as the character 
and privileges of tho House of Assembly, 
he deems it advisable that the House 
should immediately be made acquainted 
with the same, and he, therefore, trans¬ 
mits a copy for their information. 

Government House, Nov. I5th,I836. 
Copy of Petition was read by the Clerk 
as follows^ 

(Copy.) 

To the Honorable the Knights , Citizens , 
and Burgesses of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland , in Par - 
Iiament assembled: 

The Petition of Charles Duncomhe,Esq, 
of Burford,in the County of Oxford, in the 
Province of Upper Canada, and Mem¬ 
ber for that County in the present House 
of Assembly for that Province 
H umbly Showeth , 

That your Petitioner has been deputed 
by the Reformers of that Province, to 
lay before his Majesty’s Government and 
your honourable House, the dangerous 
crisis at which the affairs of that province 
have unhappily arrived, through the un¬ 
constitutional violence and outrage prac¬ 
tised and sanctioned by Sir F. B. Head, 
the present Lieutenant Governor, & those 
under his immediate influence and control, 
at the late elections, for the purpose of 
obtaining a majority in tho House of As- 

That in the County of Oxford where 
your Petitioner was a successful candidate, 
John B. Askin, Esq., Returning Officer, 
in the early part of his election, while the 
contest was doubtful, refused to take the 
votes of many Reformers, long resident in 
the Province, though they had voted at 
former elections, and offered to take the 
oaths required by the Statute, some of 
whom had taken the oath of Allegiance be¬ 
fore James Ferguson, Esq , Returning Of¬ 
ficer at the last election, and now the op. 
nosing Candidate ami Registrar for the 
county of Oxford, upon the ground that! 
they had not the certificate with them of 
their having taken the oath, which had not 
formerly been required at any of your 1 e-

not immediately about the hustings, the 
returning officer threatened to commit 
him to prison. 

That of the many complaints the people 
of Upper Canada have to prefer, the fol¬ 
lowing deserve the immediate attention of 
your honourable House. 

That the Lieutenant Governor, the at¬ 
torney General, ami Solicitor general, and 
in general every public functionary, made 
Common cause with the Tories & Orange¬ 
men against the Reformers, using every 
means in their power to overcome the Re¬ 
formers, and influence the election in fav¬ 
our of the Tory Candidates. 

That by the general law of Upper Can¬ 
ada, no elector can vote upon a freehold 
the transfer title of which has been less 
than three months in his possession and 
registered as such. 

That Sir Francis Head in order to 
overwhelm these legally registered electors 
issued a large number of patents or grants 
of lands, under the Great Sea 1, in many 
cases for only a quarter of an acre of wild 
uncultivated land on wcich no buildings 
were erected, such grants being generally 
dated subsequent to the dissolution of Pm* 
Iiament and in some cases even after the 
opening of the poll/at which the holders 
of such grants actually voted. 

That the holders of such grants as in 
the case of the Rev. Dr. Phillips, one of 
the new Rectors of the Established church 
of England, were called upon at the hast 
ings to swear to the value of such grants 
being forty shillings ; he declined to do so 
and could not Vote. 

That the number of such patents to be 
prepared was so great as to require an addi¬ 
tional number of clerks to get them ready, 
and your peiitioqer believes, he would be 
able to prove thousands of such grants of 
land were issued and voted upon at the 
election* 

That such grants were distributed openly 
at the places of election, to persons who 
had not applied at the time for such patents, 
and who received deeds to enable them to 
vote, without paying the usual fees. At 
Simcoe, one of the mauy instances, Mr. 
Ritchie, the Government Emigrant Agent, 
thus issued hundreds of those grants to 
persons who voted immediately on them. 

That heretofore the uniform practice has 
been not to issue the patents until the 
purchase money and fees have been paid, 
and all the conditions of the order in coon 
cil been complied with. 

That bands of Orangemen, supposed to 
have been organised by their lodges, com¬ 
mitted acts of outrage and violence at many 
of the elections, and the Returning Officer, 
as at London, refused to allow the Magis¬ 
trates to interfere to prevent such breaches 
of the peace. 

That at Leeds these bands, generally 
armed with clubs, drove the Reformers and 
their candidates from the hustings—and at 
Leeds* procured the return of the Grand 
Master, Ogle K. Gowan, as member for 
that county. 

That the rioters then proceeded to Gren¬ 
ville, where the Reform candidates were at 
the head of the poll—pulled down the 
hustings, and destroyed the poM booths. 

That by these, and many other uncon¬ 
stitutional acts, encouraged by the Lieut. 
Governor and public functionaries in every 
part of the province, the real electors have 
been overwhelmed, and their franchise 
rendered of no avail. 

Your petitioner therefore humbly begs 
that your honourable House will institute 
such inquiry iuto these grievances, aud 
adopt such measures as shall do justice 
to the people ofgUpper Canada.

The 
chamber of peers, in fine, is accessible to 
every citizen, and too powerful and too ens 
lightened to yield to the seductions of 
eourts, or the clamours of the multitude 
These hereditary magistrates have been for 
above a century and a half the defenders 
of the charter, the immortal work of their 
ancestors,—their tutelary supremacy will 
long continue to he the palladium of Bri 
tish liberties. Provided they never cease 
to oppose an immoveable resistance to the 
overflowing torrent of demagogical opin 
ions, that a social overthrow can alone 
satisfy. Provided they do not abandon 
their ground to defend themselves feebly 
against that of their adversaries. Provi 
ded they follow always the high state rea 
son, which judges, in the first place, of 
the effect of a new law upon the whole of 
the constitution, instead of considering sole 
ly that absolute perfection of theory, illu< 
sory enough sometimes to insinuate iuto 
the political body a mortal germ of disso¬ 
lution, seductive appearance of a salutary 
amelioration. Provided, above all, that 
they do not arrive some day , even to suf¬ 
fer them to drag in the dirt, the patrician 
toga, or at least cease to have the same 
respect for it as for the royal mantle and 
the elective chamber; for, (if by timidity ,) 
by indifference, or by false popularity, to 
provoke or contribute to the profination 
of one of the three fundamental author!

It is the morn* 
ing of our days. The sun shines, to the setting 
of which we look as to an object at an immeasur* 
able distance, and please ourselves with the couDt- 
less wonders which we perceive in prospective and 
then conclude that it has no bounds. Thus, we 
pass on in the morning of life, enjoying tbs

REFLECTIONS ON THE SEASON. 

The comparison of human life to things 
short duration* though very frequently made by 
all writers of a eerious cast ; and though the 
justness of the comparison is demonstrated 
the experience of all men, yet we know that the 
impression which it makes on the generality o' 
our race, ie, ae if a tale wae heard soon to be for> 
gotten.

To produce salutary reflections, *t may be useful 
to turn our meditations to such images and con¬ 
siderations as will bring the matter home to our 
bosoms.

MISCELLANY. 


SELF-APPRECIATION. 

The self-appreciation of all men is per¬ 
haps pretty much alike; the grand differ¬ 
ence lies in the power of concealing it. In 
one point of view, he whom the world 
calls the vain man is only the most candid, 
while the person denominated modest is 
only so far a hypocrite. Nevertheless, as 
the intrusion of our self-appreciation be¬ 
fore the eyes of others is to them disagree¬ 
able, it must be considered as a violation 
of the convenience of our fellow-creatures, 
which, like all similar annoyances, they are 
entitled to resent; and as it at the same 
time betrays a want of self-command, or of 
knowledge of the world, on the part of 
those manifesting it, mankind are equally 
justified in characterising it as either a 
defect in character or in conduct. What¬ 
ever, therefore, be the comparative sim¬ 
plicity of intentions in the vain man, his 
fault is one which it is for his advantage 
to combat, and, if possible, suppress. 

When any man conceives that he pos¬ 
sesses some peculiar mental qualification 
which should bring him to distinction in 
life, let him exert that property in every 
feasible way for the end which he has in 
view. All kinds of doings are tolerated in 
such a person ; he may write upon the lofti 
cst theme in the world, or attempt a scien¬ 
tific project, which, if successful, would 
revolutionise the general affairs of mankind. 
One thing, however, he must not do: he 
must not breathe a word to any living 
creature, that could be interpreted into a 
confession of his own sense of superiority. 
To put forward the slightest verbal or writ¬ 
ten pretension to a merit which either has 
or has not yet been conceded by the voice 
of his fellow^creatures, shipwrecks him at 
once, by stamping him as 4 a vain man/ 
Nay, if he so much as receives a compli¬ 
ment in a way not perfectly modest—if he 
treats it in the least as a matter of course, 
or as a thing which he thought he had 
reason to expect...if he do not, in fact, ex¬ 
press a perpetual wonder at the honors that 
come upon him, and appear, all the time 
he is writing and fighting for praise, to be 
unconscious of there being any such thing 
In the world, he is equally sure to get this 
condemning reputation. The world will 
allow him to be as great a dissembler as 
he pleases, but it will not allow him to show 
the most distant symptom of 6elf esteem— 
an expressive enough proof of the leniency 
with which mankind often treat real vices, 
while simple weaknesses are punished 
without mercy. 

It is a common remark, that modesty is 
always found in the same proportion as 
true greatness. And so it well may. When 
the literary society of Portsmouth came to 
pay their respects to Sir Walter Scott, 
then about to depart for Italy, and to make 
him an honorary member of their body, 
he expressed himself as oppressed with a 
compliment, to which * so humble an indi¬ 
vidual as he* had no pretension ! Such, 
we have learned from one of the society, 
were nearly his exact words; and innu¬ 
merable anecdotes of this eminent man 
could be adduced to the same effect. Now, 
with us the wonder would have been great¬ 
er, if a man who received praise so abund¬ 
antly and so readily, had continued to ap¬ 
pear externally covetous of it, or even in 
his heart received it with satisfaction. It 
was, in this case, water poured upon the 
drowned. The man from whom, in reali¬ 
ty, modesty of this kind is least to he ex¬ 
pected, is he, who, getting little spontanea 
ous praise from his fellow-men finds him- 
self under the necessity of giving them a 
gentle hint now and then as to his preten¬ 
sions, and thus ravishing what iie cannot 
get by fair means. Such a man has no 
acquired reputation to risk by his want of 
modesty, and thus one of the greatest 
checks is wanted. The backwardness of, 
mankind makes him desperate, and, seeing, 
that he cannot he worse than he is, he j 
hesitates not to tell them that he is at 
least no inconsiderable person in his own j 
eves. If such an individual, however, were 
•uddenly to become really worthy of the 
admiration of his fellow men, every step lie 
advanced would be a pledge for his inodes^ 
ty, and he would at no time appear less 
aware of the existence of his laurels, than 
at the moment when they were actually 
blinding him with their luxuriance. 

The strong and the feeble parts of hu¬ 
man nature are so curiously mingled, that 


bation and ridicule, while they will strain 
every nerve, and scout every received mo¬ 
ral maxim, in order to explain away the 
actual wickedness of some talented favor¬ 
ite, who perhaps despised them, oC made 
them his tools. It is the part of a good 
spirit to regard this weakness with gen- 
tleness, as one which does no real harm to 
any one, while it is evidently a source of 
happiness to the individual in whom it is 
manifested. There are many points in hu¬ 
man character more worthy of rebuke and 
more liable to reformation than this; ami 
the pleasures of life are not so abundant 
as to enable us to spare even one so pe¬ 
culiarly founded on delusion.

He must manage to remove a bus- 
hand...and by husband, in the east, is un¬ 
derstood a man exceedingly jealous.

Feirouz returned to his house, took his 
arms, and departed with so such precipita¬ 
tion that he forgot, upon his sofa, the or* 
deis given him by the Sultan. 

The priuce, in his impatience had scarce¬ 
ly learned the departure of Feirouz, than 
he flew to the palace of the Vizir; it was 
opened by an euuuch, who introduced him 
to the apartment of his mistress. What 
was her astonishment on seeing the mon* 
arch before her ?—Trembling, overcome, 
she scarcely dared to raise her eyes; re¬ 
covering a little from her alarm, she pene¬ 
trated the design of the Sultan but as she 
was sagacious as beautiful, she wished not 
to give him time to explain himself, and 
pronounced two Arabic verses impromtu , 
to this effect 2 

‘ The lion believes that he would degrade 
himself in picking the leavings of the wolf: 
and that king of animals to slake his thirst 
in the stream which the dog bas soiled by 
his impure tongue.’ 

The words, readily understood by the 
Sultan, subdued at once all hopes of suo 
cess.—He retired all confused, and his 
chagrin made him forget one of his slip¬ 
pers. 

In the mean time, Feirouz, after having 
searched in vain for the ordei given him 
by his prince, recollected that he had left It 
on his sofa; he was obliged to return to 

recover it_the slipper of the Sultan, which 

no one had perceived before him, taught 
him but too clearly the designs of his 
monarch and the motives that prompted 
him away. Tormented at the same time, 
by his pride and its jealousy, he sought 
the means of repudiating his wife, without 
risking the loss of his dignity: he com¬ 
menced by rendering an’account to the king 
of the commission he had given him : on 
his return to his wife, that he might he left 
at leisure to furnish it, it was necesary 
that she should go to the house of her 
father. He gave her, at the same time, a 
hundred pieces of gold. 

Chemsennessa, having no cause of self- 
reproach, was very far from suspecting 
the truth ; she obeyed without a murmur 
many days passed without Feirouz appear¬ 
ing, an absence so long and unusual aston¬ 
ished his wife ; she could not conceal her 
distress from her brothers—they went to 
find Feirouz—‘ acquaint 11 s,* said they 
4 with the motives of your conduct to your 
wifi*; if she is guilty, far from taking part 
with her, we will wash out with her blood, 
the outrage she has done your.’ 

The Vizir, without wishing to enter in¬ 
to an explanation, answered that he had 
paid to their sister the portion agreed upon 
at their marriage, and that she had noth¬ 
ing more to demand of him...irritated at 
this answer, they appealed to the law. 
The usages of the country required in such 
cases that the Sultan should assist iu ren¬ 
dering judgment. 

The brothers of Chemsennessa said to 
.—«Sire, we have rented to

The words, enigmatical to all who wers 
not interested, re-assured Feirouz r he re¬ 
claimed his wife, ami loved her more than 
ever, since he knew the difficult trial to 
which her virtue had been exposed.
